Bloetnfonteiu, Orange Free State, 
Sept. 21. — The vollcsrutid nud to-day, 
with it full attendance. President M. 
Steyn rend a carefully prepared speech. 
After welcoming the burghers, he ex- 
pressed regret that the relations between 
the Transvaal, Great Britain and the 
Outlnnders have become .strained. Mem- 
bers, he said, were aware, of the meet- 
ing of Sir Alfred Milner and President 
Kruger at Bloetnfonteiu, when President 
Kruger made proposals which, although 
refused by the British High Commission- 
er, were unanimously considered through- 
out the Orange Free State as exceeding- 
ly fair. 

Proceeding to review the negotiations, 
President Steyn said the Transvaal had 
been deceived by the British diplomatic 
agent at Pretorin, Mr. Conynghaui 
Greene, and he practically licensed tin 
Imperial government of u breach 01 
faith, lie was disinclined to advise tin 
Transvaal government on the latest 
British demands. The present critical 
state of affairs could not he a matter of 
indifference to the Orange Free State, 
and he had therefore convened the voiks- 
raad to decide what attitude should be 
taken. "There is nothing," declared the 
President, "that warrants war or 1111 at- 
tack on the part of the Transvaal. Such 
differences can be solved by arbitration. 
War would be an insult to religion and 
civilization." 

in conclusion, President Steyn said he 
would take this opportunity to lay cer- 
tain grant laws before the volksraud, 
praying God to give the member 
strength to pass resolutions not only 
conducive to pence and prosperity, but 
also in the interest of their beloved 
state. Immediately after the speech 
President Steyn asked the volksraud to 
go into secret session, which was agreed 
to unanimously. 

Regarded as a Menace. 

London, Sept. 22. — While the precise 
result of the secret session of the rnad 
of the Orange Free State is not yet 
known here, President Steyn's speech at 
the opening of the session is regarded as 
an almost infallible Indication of the at- 
titude which l he Free State will take, 

Commenting, from this point of view, 
the London morning papers are all im- 
pressed with the added gravity of the sit- 
uation, and murmurs arc being board re- 
garding the dilatorincss of tue govern- 
ment in getting troops forward. Military 
men are said to be impatient. They as- 
sert that everything is ready, and that 
they are only waiting for orders. 

It is recognized that the attitude of 
tha Orange Free Statu makes the o 
ilia! estimates based upon Dutch neu- 
trality loo small. Evidently, a much 
larger force wlii bo requited. 

The government if> laced with some 
think like n dilemma. The lenjlcr pf tit 
opposition has publicly denounced tin 
precipitqiior pt the colonial office in fore 
ing a conflict. 

Therefore, ministers Jibe disinclined tO 
convoke parliament. On the other hund, 
if so large an expenditure as the appnr 
cut attitude of the Orange Free Siati 
would involve should become necessary 
the government would be obliged to sum 
inon parliament in October to vote sup 
plies. 

German military experts, realizing tin 
seriousness of the campaign before Great 
Britain, are commenting with astonish- 
ment on the fact lliiil England is so hi 
hindhnnd in her preparations. In Bet 
lin it is also believed that Dr. Leytles is 
acting as President Kruger's evil genius, 
and that he is misleading him by report- 
ing he is likely to get support, ii' nut as- 
sistance, from some of the European 
powers. 

A despatch from Pretoria announces 
thai arms continue tii he served to the 
burghers. 

Tnkinfi Slcyn in Hand. 

Capetown. Sept. 21.— Si;- Alfred .Mil- 
ner lias sent a despatch to President 
Steyn informing him that the British and 
Transvaal .governments are still hopeful 
of a friendly settlement, and should this 
hope he disappointed, he looks to the 
Orange Free State to preserve strict in u- 
trality, and prevent military interven- 
tion by any of its citizens. It is dated 
September 10, and says: "I am pre- 
pared to give formal assurance that in 
such ease the integrity of Orange Free 
State will be respected under all con- 
ditions. So far as Her Majesty's gov- 
ernment is nwure, there is absolutely no 
cause to justify any disturbance of the 
friendly relations between Great Drifain 
and Orange Free State, and there is no 
truth in any suggestion that Her Majes- 
ty's government desires to- impair the in- 
dependence of that republic." 

Under the same date, Steyn replies as 
follows: "The government of the Or- 
ange Free Stale shares Her M'ajesvy's 
government's hopefulness of a friendly 
settlement, and does not even now 800 
that force is the only .solution. Looking 
to the state of apprehension in South Af- 
rica, the Ornnge Free Slate government 
regrets the despatch Of troops, but will 
do all it can to allay excitement, 'if the 
course, as pursued, following upon other 
military preparations on their borders, 
should, as is not improbable,, bo- regarded 
by the burghers as a menace to the Or- 
ange Free State, and cause a strong 
feeling of distrust, and should unwished- 
tor developments urise therefrom, tin-

DEMOCRATS RIOT 

IN CONVENTION. 



Boston the Scene of Disgrace- 
ful Row Over Choice of 
Presidential Delegates. 



By Associated Press. 

Boston, Sept. 21.— The riotous scene 
and bitter lights between the two fac- 
tions of the Democratic party in this 
state which characterized and made 
ruun us the all-night session in Music 
Hull here in 1S9G, and Unit at Worcester 
the following year, were renewed with 
greater bitterness at the annual conven- 
tion of the state Democrats to-day. 
There was hardly a minute until the 
speeches of the temporary and perma- 
nent presiding officers were concluded, 
when there was quiet and harmony in 
any degree. 

At times the entire delegation was up 
on its feet, the members standing on 
chairs or tables shouting in the heat of 
passion some denunciatory remarks at 
the chairman or the person who was en- 
deavoring to speak upon the platform. 
At times it seemed as if even the pres- 
ence of 100 policemen in the hall would 
be of no avail, so impassioned were those 
upon the floor. The climax came when, 
at the request of Chairman W. S. Mc- 
Nary, the captain of police appeared 
upon the platform and ■placed his hand 
upon Congressman E. Fitzgerald, in 
readiness to forcibly remove hint from 
the platform had he not subsided and 
allowed the chairman to address and 
calm the excited assemblage. 

The cause of the tumult, which waged 
for nearly three hours, was the question 
before the body of accepting the action 
of the state committee in presenting a 
list of delegates to the national conven- 
tion of 'Democrats next Juno. It was 
claimed by those who opposed the idea 
that it was against all precedent and 
robbed the various districts of their con- 
stitutional rights. The final result of 
all the confusion and discord was the 
overwhelming passage of every motion 
and report made by the state committee, 
or that portion nf the party organization 
which is guided by Mr. Frederick Wil- 
liams, the adoption of the platform as 
presented, the nomination of 11 state 
ticket, and the election of national con- 
vention delegates, headed by Robert 
Treat Payne, Jr., candidate for gover- 
nor, and John II. Mack, for lieutenant- 
governor. 

The platform reiterates- belief in the 
Chicago platform, and renews the de- 
mand for tile limited coinage of silver at 
the ratio of 16 to 1. The war in the 
Philippines is defined as " &.iininnl ag- 
gression" and "wanton nnd needless.'' 

The party Is pledged to give " due trial 
to such remedies as may hasten the dis- 
integration Of trusts." 



BUYING A BURDEN". ^*'v 

Trades CongroSa .Verdict on the Im- 
portation of Pauper Aliens. 

Montreal, Sept. 21.— (Special) — The 
following is the substance of the 
Dominion Trades Congress resolution on 
the importation of cheap labor: 

" We emphatically protest against the 
action of the Dominion government in 
spending the people's money ami grant- 
ing assisted passages as at present. 
The system of immigration is largely 
maintained in the interest of those con- 
nected with transportation nnd land 
speculation, and those employers to 
whose profits (dieap labor directly con- 
tributes. The right stamp of immigrant 
is not obtained by bonusiug transporta- 
tion companies, as these corporations 
never exercise proper judgment in select- 
ing a desirable class."

Paraded Before Read- 
ing World.

While Minister of War Adds 
That Government Desires 
Pacification.

London, Sept, 21. — A correspondent of 
the Daily Mail, who joined the Dreyfus 
party ut Bordeaux, and accompanied 
them to Carpentras, describes Dreyfus 
as "thoughtful, prematurely aged, with . 
soft eyes, a smile like a woman's, and 
rather the appearance of a savant than 
a soldier." When told of the great wave 
of British sympathy in his behalf, he 
wrung the correspondent's hund, and 
showed deepest emotion. His health, 
the correspondent says, is far from satis- 
factory. He ate meat yesterday, for 
the first time. "It is against the doc- 
tor's orders," said Mathieu Dreyfus, 
"Ah," said the former Captain, "let me 
have a holiday to-day. 1 -will be sedate 
and obedient again to-morrow. I am 
like a boy just now; feel that I could 
run and jump about the green fields 
for very joy. Just think! I shall now 
be able to laugh and play with my chil- 
dren in the .beautiful country." After 
the meal, despite his brother's half- 
laughing protest, he smoked several ci- 
gars, "to celebrate the holiday." 

The sad note amid the rejoicings was 
the death of M. Scheurer-Kestaer. "1 
am grieved beyond words," said Dreyfus, 
"to think that I shall never bo able to 
thank that noble heart." One of his 
first acts on obtaining his freedom was 
to have a wreath sent to be placed on 
the collln of his champion and friend, 
it present he speaks little of past events. 
He says: "I have forgiven, but I cannot 
forget," and he intends to devote himself 
to proving his innocence. When that 
has been accomplished, he will only ask 
to be allowed to spend the remainder of 
his days with his loved ones, far from 
the busy world. 

"Jlis. delight at everything," continues 
the correspondent, ''on our journey, was 
that of ii man returning from the dead 
to the world lie loved. The affection and 
solicitude of his brother are touching 
to see. His physical weakness causes 
too deepest apprehension to his friends. 
The journey was, in the main, unevent- 
ful, except for a few expressions of dis- 
appointment on the part of people who 
endeavored to get a glimpse of him." 

Carpentras, France, Sept. 21. Al- 
though the arrival of Dreyfus at the 
home of M. Valabrogne, his brother-in- 
law, who has been established us a cloth 
merchant hero for a quarter of a. century, 
was soon known, no demonstration 
occurred. Madame Dreyfus is expected 
here to-night. While Dreyfus' health 
does not permit of his receiving visitors, 
it is hoped the climate will restore his 
strength (luring the next few months, 
which he is expected to spend here. 

Paris, Sept.. 21.— Le Journal Official 
to-day published the decree granting 
pardon to Dreyfus. In a report preced- 
ing the decree the Marquis do Gallifet, 
minister of war, points out that Dreyfus 
has already undergone live years' de- 
portation, but Unit ns the law does not 
.assimilate his deportation with five years' 
solitary confinement, the prisoner woy.Vr 
have to undergo ten years' detention. 
The minister also calls attention to the 
f au t that the health of the prisoner was 
serioov' y compromised, and that he 
Would llln- ne :1 ' )le without dnngor to 
undergo proiV ,n K° (1 . detention. The re- 
port of the Wflf n.': nlstpr concludes thus: 
"The government win n °t bare met the, 
wishes of the country, wi! c " desires 
pacification, if it does not haWfon to 
efface all traces of this painful oonfiu'L 
It belongs to you. M. le President, by an* 
act of lofty humanity, to give tfio first; 
pledge of the work of appeasement which 
public opinion demands and the good of 
the republic commands." , 

Gen. do Gallifet has addressed (he fol- 
lowing order to corps commanders: "The 
incident is closed. Military judges, en- 
joying the respect of all, have rendered 
their verdict, with complete independ- 
ence. Wi nil, without harboring an 
afterthought, bend to their decision; we 
shall, in the same manner, accept the 
in lion that a feeling of profound pity 
dictated to the President of the repub- 
lic."

DEATH OF A. ,L SMITH. 

Pioneer Contractor and Builder Suc- 
cumbs After ii Short Illness. 

Death yesterday claimed another of 

those pioneers who since '02 have been 
working to bring the city of Victoria to 
her present proud position, in the person 
of Mr. A. ,T. Smith. The deceased bad 
been ill but a few days, falling a victim 
to that dread disease, pneumonia, which 
attacked him in its acute form. 

Mr. Smith was born in Edinburgh, 
Scotland, In 183J1, and (here learned his 
trade as a carpenter and builder, which 
he followed with so much success in 
Victoria, Attracted by the stories of 
rich gold discoveries in British Columbia, 
he came to the Pacific Coast in 1802 and 
sen led in Victoria. For n. number of 
years he conducted a planing mill on 
lower Fort street, being a member of 
the firm of Smith & Clark. He also 
built like mill at present standing on Erie 
street, and was the contractor for many 
of the large buildings erected in Victoria. 
He had the reputation of being the best 
figurer in the contracting business in the 
city. During the const ruction of the 
new |xist otllce anil custom house he was 
appointed clerk of the works, the gov- 
ernment uf the day recognizing Unit he 
was the best man for the position. 

Mr. Smith sat as a member of the 
aldcrmanic board for South ward in 
ISlll, and at) the general election of 1880 
was a candidate for tin- legislature, but 
was defeated. 

A widow and four sons survive him, 

The funeral is announced to take 
place at I! o'clock ou Sunday afternoon 
from the family residence, Superior 
street.

AN AUSTRALIAN SHEEP FAIR. 

Although tln> material prosperity of 
the Australian colonics is based largely 
upon the richness ami magnitude of their 
mineral resources, the pastoral and cog- 
nate industries still constitute, as in for- 
mer years, tbo principal factor in the 
work'ot colonial advancement, ami, des- 
pite the occasional heavy losses from 
drought nnd oilier causes, the great body 
of pastoralists appear more energetic and 
enterprising than cvec, sparing no ex- 
pense in the improvement of their tloeks, 
whether intended for meat or for wool. 
Before the existing increased and cheap- 
er facilities for the export of Australian 
produce, colonial sheep-farmers an a rule 
were content with the ordinary increase 
of their flocks, making quantity, rather 
than quality their chief object. This 
policy has dow become reversed, and the 
great ambition of the leading pastoralists 
is to produce the finest wool and mutton 
possible. To achieve this considerable 
sums are expended ' ne purchase of 
high-class rams, some of the prices given 
being exceptionally 'high. At the recent 
annual sheep fair in Sydney, 2.S10 sheep 
sold hya single agency company realised 
£27,103, the all-round price averaging 
£\l Mb 8d., against Etl Ss.,8d., in the 
previous year. Several of the prices 
were somewhat sensational, u lasnian- 
ian special stuil nun, "The Admiral be- 
ing purchased Iby a Nov South VS ales 
pastoralists for fifteen hundred guineas. 
Another T asiiuumn ruin, "Pioneer 
brought nine hundred guineas the 
purchaser also » New ho,lth 

Wales sheep farmer. Other prices rang- 
ed from four hundred and twenty to one 
hundred anil fifty guineas. The bids are 
always in guineas. Of course a consider- 
able .proportion of the sheep were bought 
for Queensland, Victoria, ami other col- 
onies, but the pick was secured by New 
South Wales. The '•Admiral, which re- 
alized the top price, far higher than sc- 
oured by "many a favorite race horse, is 
a -.pure -merino, ■ coining from the best 
stock imported into Australia, and when 
lust shorn gave 31 1-2 lbs. of wool, with a 
twelve months' growth. Considering the 
heo.yy losses sustained by I*ew South 
Wales and other pastoralists during the 
last, few years, the heavy sales and high 
prices realized at the recent Sydney 
sheep fair speak volumes. Due colonial 
.paStortiUsts aare determined to maintain 
their position in the markets of the world 
and to achieve this no expense is toeing 
•spared. 'Hie New South \V ales wools 
generally are among the finest known, 
but in a few.vyonrs they wil tune no s 
erior. It may be mentioned that in JSew 
South Wales the pnncipa breeds . 01 
sheep are the merino. Lincoln, l.eiccsti r. 
Downs, and Komney Marsh, with eioss- 
,,s of the long-woolled breeds, chienj 
with the merino. At the close of lowi,

VICTORIA TO* OHILLIWACK. 

The report of the committee which 
inquired into the ways and means of 
establishing communication by rail and 
ferry with the lower portion of the 
Fraser valley, printed in the Colonist 
yesterday, contains a very great deal of 
valuable information. It is not the in- 
tention of the Colonist to anticipate the 
arguments for and against the project 
which may be advanced at the meeting 
to be held next week; all that will be 
done in the meantime is to present i" 
brief form a Statement of what the pro- 
moters of this project contemplate. 

This is an independent line of trans- 
portation from tliis city to Ohilliwnck, 
the estimated cost, of which is $1,500,000.

THE CANCELLED LISTS. 

The Columbian very properly devotes 
a good deal of space to the importance 
of registration, New Westminster being 
in the same category as Victoria ill the 
matter of the cancellation of the lists. 
We do not observe, however, that our 
contemporary expresses any opinion on 
tile very important legal question in- 
volved in the cancellation, and yet it is 
a question which ought to come very 
closely to the people of New Westmin- 
ster. This fundamental question is this: 

Seeing that the act of a last session 
authorizes the Lieutenan t-G o vemor-ln- 
Council to declare the lists Cor Victoria, 
Vancouver^ New Westminster and Nan- 
aimo cancelled on a specified day, has 
the Lieutenant-Governor-iu-Council any 
authority to select one or more of these 
cities and declare their lists cancelled, 
or must not the order for cancellation 
apply to all the cities named iu the 
act V 

This is not a political question, but 
a legal one. It affects one party quite as 
much as another. It is a vital question, 
for it is certain to be raised by defeated 
candidates in the two cities after the 
next election, either for the provincial 
or federal house, and if the question is 
decided by the court iu the negative, the 
election will be void. It is very clear 
that any persons reading the act would 
conclude that the intention of the legis- 
lature was to serve all four cities ex- 
actly alike. The order in for 
cancellation certainly does nut do this. 
We believe that if it hail ibeen proposed 
to make any distinction between these 
cities, the house would not have passed 
the bill. The bill was prepared by Mr. 
Martin, who is notoriously careless in 
drafting legislation, and it is being car- 
ried out by Mr. Henderson, whose fit- 
ness for the discharge of the duties of 
attorney-general have been seriously 
called in question by the Columbian.

THE NORTHERN MAILS. 

We have grown tired of complaining 
of the irregular manner in which corres- 
pondence from the North reaches this 
city. Sometimes a mail from such 
points as Bennett and Atlin will bring 
letters written and mailed several days 
apart and from the same parties. The 
writer in one letter will speak of hasten- 
ing to catch an outgoing mail, and the 
other letter arriving at the same time 
will refer to the supposed fact that the 
first written had reached the person to 
whom it was addressed. This irregular- 
ity makes it next to impossible to trans- 
act business satisfactorily. There can 
be no good excuse for it. It is unreason- 
able to ask men to work in the northern 
country for such pittances as Mr. 
Mulock seems to think sufficient to pay 
for postmasters. Men should be paid 
enough to make it some object for them 
to have the office and attend to its duties. 
Besides this, arrangements ought to be 
made whereby mails can be sent down 
on every boat, or at least on every mail 
mat, whether United "Slates or Cami- 
lian, The business men of Victoria 
will unite with us in the hope that these 
representations will receive some atten- 
tion.

The statement going the rounds of the 
press to the effect that .Mr. Dewduey is 
m some way acting for Sir Charles Tup- 
per and the Klondike, Mining, Trading 
i\: Transportation Company in his suit 
against Major Walsh is without a 
shadow of foundation.

A Vancouver correspondent asks the 
Colonist to give some particulars in re- 
gard to the socialistic doctrines advo- 
cated by Mes.-rs.

Elsewhere in this issue mention is 
made of the probable establishment of a 
factory for the manufacture of calcium 
carbide on Vancouver Island. This 
though a very recent industry is a grow- 
ing one, and it is difficult to limit its 
expansion. Calcium carbide is used in 
the manufacture of acetylene gas, which 
is coming more largely into consumption 
every day. It is specially in favor in 
small towns which will not sustain gas 
works or electric light plants. The pro- 
posed factory will aim to supply the 
demand in Eastern Asia, Western South 
America, Mexico and Central America, 
but it will, owing to proximity to winter 
carriage, be able to compete successfully 
in any foreign market. Directly such an 
establishment will employ quite <i large 
force, and indirectly by its demand for 
coke and lime it will support even more. 

The Greenwood Miner refers in a re- 
cent issue to Sir Leonard Tilloy's once- 
famous "all-sail" speech, and cautions 
people against being misled iby tiny pres- 
ent good times. This speech was deliv- 
ered by Sir Leonard at tiie time he intro- 
duced tin? protective tariff, afterwards, 
although we think improperly, spoken of 
as the National policy, when in point of 
fact it was only one phase of it.

Calcium Carbide to Be (Mann 
factured at or Near 
Comox. 



Used in the Manufacture of 
the Now Popular Acety- 
lene Gas. 



A gentleman from Ottawa, who has 
taken a deep interest in the calcium car- 
bide industry since the first factory was 
erected, has been in Victoria for some 
days, with a view to establishing a ear- 
bide factory ou the Island. Calcium car- 
bide, from which acetylene gas is made 
is composed of carbon and calcium, fused 
iu the intense heat of an electric furnace. 
To manufacture carbide successfully, 
large water power, coke free from sul- 
phur, ami lime of a certain quality, with 
good shipping facilities, arc necessary. 
All these conditions exist in Vancouver 
Island, and capital anil business energy 
alone are needed to develop a most prof- 
itable industry on the Coast. Since cal- 
cium carbide has become an article of 
commerce, the demand for it has increas- 
ed steadily, Factory after factory has 
been erected, and millions of dollars have 
been invested in the new industry, but 
the demand continues to outstrip the 
supply, notwithstanding the enormous 
prolits reaped by the manufacturers. The 
cost of production varies with the con- 
ditions, from about ^lil to .*;10 per ton. 
It sells readily at $70 per ton, and is 
(looted at much higher prices in for- 
eign markets. On tbe Wollund canal, 
where the first factory was erected, there 
is a daily output of some 50 tuns; on 
the United States side of the Niagara 
river an immense factory turns out 100 
tons per day. The same company is 
doubling its capacity at Sault Ste. Marie, 
where another large factory has been for 
some time in operation. At Ottawa a 
small factory, turning out f> tons per day, 
commenced running this month, and is 
to double its output soon. The Broti- 
sons Lumbering Company, also of Otta- 
wa, has torn down one of its sawmills, 
and is erecting ou the site a factory to 
turn out , r >0 tons per day. Tbe building 
is being rushed to completion, ami will 
be in operation by the beginning of 1000. 
Tlie great Shawiuigan Falls, on the St. 
Maurice river, has been acquired by a 
strong company, which will utilize the 
whole of its enonmuis power for the 
production of calcium carbide. There 
a few factories in Europe, hut water 
powers are not lo be bad there, and their 
output has no perceptible influence on 
the market. Most of the Canadian pro- 
duet goes to Europe, principally to Oer- 
mnny, but it is also shipped to other 
parts of the globi — to Australia, China, 
India. Japan, etc. 

Production may. in the course of the 
next few years, overtake the demand 
at present figures, but the first drop in 
the price of carbide will have the ef- 
fe. t of stimulating the demand afresh. 

Tho reason for this remarkable devel- 
opment of a new industry is obvious. 
Acetylene gas produces a remarkably 
brilliant light at. a cost very little, if 
any. greater than that of coal oil, while 
il is safer and more easily handled. It 
is a boon to those who live in the coun- 
try, where the electric light cannot be 
bad, and to those who live in towns and 
cities where only the ordinary illuminat- 
ing gas is available. 

The promoter of tin- local works lias 
secured water power and a suitable site, 
and proposes to erect the first factory at 
or near Comox.

German Warship 
Visits Victoria 



Second Class Cruiser Geier Re- 
ceives Welcome in Esqui- 
mau Harbor. 



Will Stay a Fortnight Here and 
Spend Some Time at 
Vancouver. 



The small German cruiser ( Seier drop- 
ped anchor in Esquimalt harbor yester- 
day. She comes now direct from San 
Francisco, which port she left on Mon- 
day last, and is here fully two days 
ahead of the time she was expected. Her 
run north from the Bay City was very 
fust at times, for n vessel of the typo of 
the Geier, (is high as 14 knots being 
made on spurts. 

Iler graceful, yachtlike lines give indi- 
cation of fast travelling qualities. She 
is of a model dissimilar to Great 
Britain's cruisers now on this station, 
and would little bear the appearance of a 
warship, except for what is to be seen 
above deck and the half ram shape of 
her cut-water. Painted white, with her 
brass work all polished and brilliant, the 
cruiser presents a pretty picture. She is 
8teeH>uilt throughout, and rigged after 
the fashion of other cruisers in port. 

Built at Wilhelmshaven in 1894, the 
Geier has a tonnage of 17U0, and is equip- 
ped with some of the most modern quick- 
iirir.U guns. Of these, she carries sev- 
enteen all told, eight being 10.5 bore, be- 
sides two torpedo tubes. One noticeable 
feature of the upper works of the ves- 
sel is the number of line looking boats 
which hang from her davits. 

The cruiser carries a total of 100 men, 
all stout, hardy looking fellows, who, as 
the ship rode at anchor last night, gave 
evidence of possessing capital voices. 
Captain Jacobsen is in command, and his 
staff of ofiieers is as follows: Lieuten- 
ant Commander Meyer: Lieutenants V. 
Koosigh, Wurnvbnch, Tideman and Kob- 
ensburg; Chief Engineer Triseheisen; 
surgeon. Dr. Ottow, and Paymaster 
Trachnert. 

The (icier is to be in Esquimalt until 
October 2, and will then sail for Van- 
couver, to remain there until October 18. 
Afterwards she proceeds south, going 
first to San Francisco, and then down off 
ihe South American coast. It has been 
decided by the German residents, who 
had been 'looking forward to her visit, 
to merge the proposed reception to her 
officers in the naval ball to bo given on 
October 13. The ship will then be at 
Vancouver, but the officers will come 
down to Victoria for the occasion. 

The Geier has been on the Pacific 
Coast for upwards of a year. 

Mr Carl Lowenberg, German consul, 
was on hand last evening to greet the 
(officers and crew.

1 
dare say some of you could think of a 
much better definition. Lord Bat-on says 
"Truth is the Hoverelgn good of human 
nature," and that "No pleasure Is eouipiir- 
stauillng on the vantage ground of 



truth hardly serins the right method. A 
child so frightened will not have learnt a 
lesson of truth, but of deception, for lie 
uill not he troubled about the lie, but its 
consequences, and the next time be will 
lie more direful not to be found out. If 
Instead of threatening a frightening our 
child we were to make the escape from 
punishment the reward for telling the 
truth, iiml If he were found out In a He 
Which he dlil not confess, punish him for 
that, lie would soon see that the He brought 
punishment, while the truth brought for- 
giveness. 

To he true Is not easy. It Is better to 
make up our minds to that— It needs much 
Belf-coutrol, patience, time and courage 
to represent tilings or actions us they 
really arc, and not only as they seem. 

What scandals, slanders and misunder- 
standings would be avoided If we could 
lull bear ill mind that "hearsay evidence 
Is no evidence." Supposing that we were 
lu act upon it: there would be a great blank 
In our subji ct <>f conversation at our af- 
ternoon teas, and sunnier social gather- 
ings, would there not! They might even 
be rather dull at first and difficult to man- 
age, but we should soon pull ourselves to- 
gether and rise to the occasion, like wo- 
men, and I should not mind risking a 
prophecy thai In a short spare of time In- 
vitations to our drawing room teas and 
gatherings of all kinds would bo muc r 
lifter. I won't say by the nobler sex. be- 
muse nl present i do nol think that they 
run Justly criticise us, but by all, of both 
l>h, who care for true pleasure and en

To be true 
we must be Just, and to be Just In our dally 
life ami dealings one with another is no 
easy matter, and requires much pnllence 

1 self-control. Still, as heights are to be 

gained by aspiring to t hem, and by climb- 
ing slop by step, there Is no reason why 
we should nol aspire to the truth and to 
be true, and go on step by step, anil even 
ii we fall tn reach the height or our de- 
sires, ii little lower than the highest is 
better than the dead level of don't-ciirelsm. 

We admit that truth Is admirable, that 
we are drawn to those people whom we 
reel In he true, just as We are repelled 
from those who are otherwise. Thai there 
Is something stable, something reliable, a 
certain known quantity In the true person 
which gives confidence amlifcst. 

Why do we thus admire truth and the 
true! Is It that God is truth and that 
unconsciously the truth In us bows down 
in spiritual acknowledgment! If we could 
liuil the origin of nil things we should Unit 
truth In its simplest form, and we the 
finite might comprehend the infinite. But 
after all, Is Just, our touch of the infinite, 
w ho puis the germ of truth within us— that 
craving for true knowledge, true religion— 
for truth In our social, home and political 
life. 

Truth, like love, demands an excess of all 
the virtues. To be true we must he our 
best in nil relations of life. 

Truth, in Its vnstness, Is enough to make 
the wisest tremble, and yet It may be, and 
often Is. "revealed unto billies." Granting 
this, why arc lies and lying so much In 
fuvor and use among us! Tn quote Bacon 
once more, "It Is not only the difficulty and 
labor wbicii men take In finding out the 
truth, nor again that, when it Is found. It 
nupsoetb (or restrains) upon men's 
thoughts, but a natural, though corrupt 
love of the lie itself." May it not pnrtly 
be from laziness— It Is too much trouble to 
find out the truth— besides, when found, It 
so often destroys the glamor of precon- 
ceived Ideas, old beliefs— destroys the misty 
or atmospheric plcturesqueness of things. 
The full glare of truth is often hard and 
ulovcly, for that reason we love darkness 
rather than light— the light of truth.

of troublous thoughts and s] illations and 

suffering greatly also - nol like the martyrs 
,,f eld In their bodies, but mentally and 
spiritually— often like their yielding up 
home lies, friends and worldly advantage- 
upon the nltar of truth! And we cannot 
doubt thai who Is so earnestly sought shall 
surely be found. Seek and ye shall find, 
says the Master. 

So I think we may take It for granted 
thnl truth, next lo love. Is the greatest 

and inosi nprehenslve virtue, and should 

be encouraged by all means within our 
pewer, and lying' nnd falsehood of every 
description be equally strongly discour- 
aged. 

We know how the whole civilized world 
Is watching with Intense luteerst the great 
contest at present golnlng on between truth 
and justice on the one side and falsehood 
and perjury on the other. Why is the In- 
terest so great? Is mere curiosity the 
cause, or a personal Interest In the man, 
that thousands ure now waiting anxiously 
lo hear how the scales of Justice Will turn'' 
No doubt there Is much of both feelings, 
lut these ure effects and not the cause. 
Dues inn Hull be in the hope Hull we shall 
see truth rise rrlnmphanl over falsehood, 
nnd do we Hot feel that the hlixh moral 
standard of a nation is soi 

on the issue'.' We who II 
truth or honor the fund 
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cannot feel 
straight dealing" Is nationally the basis 
of honor, and as a nation is made up of 
Individuals, we musl look alter our Indi- 
vidual trusts In this respect and guard the 
truth as we would our lives. Take the case 
of employer and employed. Justice de- 
mands thai the dealing be fair and square 
on both sides, but Is it so if a man work- 
ing by the day. for Instance, Is It honorable 
or true of him to waste his time by doing 
us little as It is possible to do, nnd at 
the close of it be paid for what he bus not 
done! l'rlde, if not principle, should innke 
bun do differently; but the loss if right 
and noble feeling is the price thai men or 
women pay when they tamper with the 
truth. They cease to know what truth is 
or to rceoglilSSO her when they meet her, 
therefore let: us try to be true and Just In 
our dealings. There Is Just as much diff- 
erence between a circle and a square as 
between a lying and a truthful person. 

I. el us women be true. We h'uVC most of 
tin. in leasl. one person, often more, Influ- 
enced by our example. "Practice Is more 
powerful than precept, nnd deeds speak 
louder than words," proverbs who, if trite, 
are true. Our children should have truth 
Instilled Into them from Infancy— instilled, 
not driven. Ah Jouuert suys, "Make truth 
'ovely, do not try to arm her." "• — -fore 
we ii'iusl make It' admirable to be desired, 
loved and sought after, not feared and 
disliked. I should personally be more In- 
clined to 'reward u Child for telling the 
truth than punish It for n lie. Most, chil- 
dren tell untruths from fear, either physi- 
cal or mental. To frighten a child Into 



Time Is necessary for the acquirement 
f inn- knowledge. If we recognised this 
fully our Information would not be so 
superficial as It often Is, so much seems 
I., he required lo keep up with tin 
iif lite Hut ordinary mortals, not 
to be quiet, left behind, simulates what 
I Ley cannot attain, and so falsehood and 
Hail which maketli a He becomes In- 
grnlned in our nature. 

Truth nlso requires .mil we have the 
CLUrnge of our opinions, ll Is often so 
much easier to go with the tide, but train 
will net always allow nils. \^ e nave some- 
times tn do battle for tier. 

Don"! you think that woman al Iteuaes 
had the • •mirage of her opinion when she 
alone of all its inhabitants eume forward 
to give shelter to Dreyfus' wlfeVTliat wo- 
man was an honor to her sex, I consider. 
No matter whether Dreyfus were In the 
right or not. Von know the saying Hint 
half ii truth Is worse than a whole lie, 
with regard to beliefs. Kila Wilcox says, 
"He nol afraid lo cast aside half truths 
and grasp the whole." Under the tine m 
half truths we might mention the common 
trick of repenting u story to some; one's 
disadvantage, omitting that which would 
give a more favorable Impression; making 
a quotation, especially trom the Bible, 
without Its context, and so on. 

To lie true, we need to practice truth in 
our homes and the dully life of t rules, 
nnd we want to remember that honor or 
inn ii In somethings will insure Its effect 
on great. 

Truth appeals to us in so many forms, 
if our eyes ure open to perceive her. 

1. The beauty of form and feature, which 
arc true to the laws of art. 

•1. To the beauty of expression, which 
speaks truth of love. 

:;. To the combination of the two, which 
sullests its perfection. 

We feci the beauty of truth in art; the 
force of it lu science; the authority of It In 
literature; the beauty, force ami authority 
In true religion; and, 1 may say. tin; want 
of it in polities. 

We see that untruths, all pretenses and 
iipelng what we are not, all shams, In- 
fidelities ami lies, are despicable. As I 
sold before, to be true brings into exer- 
cise the best tliut is in us. Tile nearer 
we attain' to It, tlie happier our lives, and 
the nearer we shall he to the spirit of all 
truth. We desire happlnness, why not 
seek it 111 a way that we know will secure 
it. 

We do not ndinlre the untrue, unless we 
are so debused ourselves as not to be con- 
scious of It; and that I can hardly Imagine, 
fur It Is not mi uncommon tiling that un- 
truthful persons have the greatest respect 
for ami admiration of truth In others. Take 
Bacon for example— who appreciated it 
more thun he— and yet who could have 
lent himself more to falsehood,, to lntlldel- 
Ity to his friends, to debasement of Jus- 
lice, and who could buve regreted It more. 

He thought to do evil that good might 
collie; I.. give wealth and power, nnd bar- 
tered his honor for them. Hut truth can 
and will punish her backsliders. Uncoil 
gained what be desired, hut lost his own 
self-respect, his friends and anally those 
tilings for which he had sacrificed Hie 
'.ruth thai was In him. lie was untrue to 
himself and false to others. We may well 
understand the bitterness of his sullerings 
when he exclaims, "There is no vice that 
so covers a man with shame as to be found 
false and perfidious," and be quotes Mon- 
taigne as giving n reason why a He should 
he so disgraceful by saying, "If it well 
weighed to say that a man lleth, is as 
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Hod and a coward towards men, for a 
lie faces Hod and shrinks from men." 

As a last word, I would say, let us never 
fear the truth. Many tilings may full us 
and he shattered in the search, hut truth 
shall stand clear and serene al last. If we 
seek earnestly and with a humble mind 
we certainly shall find, as Curlyle says, 
After nil the nameless woe of inquiry I 
flnfl "Unit I still loved the truth uud 
would hate no Jot of my allegiance t,. her. 
Truth," I cried, "though the heavens 
crush me for following her."
